Ou have fuch a Relation to the Royal Society^ that I think 
my fe!f obliged to impart unto you the Honourable men- 
I heard of that Nob!e Inftiturion in the Grand Chambre 
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of the Parlement here, on Thurfday la ft, that Society being then 
publickly inOanc'd in for the Source of Noble Experiments, and 
having the Precedency of chofe in Germany, Italy , and other pla¬ 
ces of Europe $ in that order, wherein the Orator thought fit to 
rank them. 

Tie Occafionof mentioning it was, That one Monfieur De¬ 
nys, a. Phyfitian, had been queftion’d before the Lieutenant Cri- 
mirel here for the Deach of his Patient (aManthat had been 
ftark Mad for feveial years ) who had expired under his hands, 
while he was Transfufing Blood into him. according to the New 
Experiment. The Operation had been twice perform'd with 
go d iuccefs 5 the Patient having had thereupon a good interval 
of two Moneths after the firft, and all hopes of a longer after the 
fecond, had it not been for the debauches in Wine and Brandy, 
that he fell to, foon after the Operation. He was a Brittan by 
birth, and the Original of his Madnefs, Love. That which Mr. 
Denys^m Advocate,very much gloried in, was, that(befides that 
the Experiment had been pra&ifed with good, at leaft with no 
ill, fuccefs, in England J Germany, Italy , Holland > &c. and defend¬ 
ed in Thefes inalmoft all the Univerfities of France) there were 
two perform,a Man and a Woman, prefent in the Audience, that 
received a benefit to Admiration from the Experiment, after 
they had been abandon’d by all Phyfitians and other helps. 

fn Juftifying the Introduction and Ufeof New Experiments 
lie (aid. That the Mojl precious Life to this State ("viz That of 
his Mo ft Chripan Majefty') had been faved by the Adminiftrati- 
on of a lately invented Emetique. 

This Advocat was the Son of Monfieur Ie Tremier Ere ft dent 
de la Moigntn. The fame was, not long fince, in our Court,and 
is, I perceive, well known to it, and inhni ely fatisfied with the 
Civilities he had received fiom feveral perfons there Though 
this was his firft Adion, yet his performance was a Mafter-piece, 
and he had an Audience futable ? all friends, I fupjofe, to his 
Family .- among them v ere the Duke of Enguyen, the Dukes of 
Luynes, Mortemar , Chaulne , and a World of other Great Per¬ 
fons, Men and Women.

An Extract of a Letter 

Written by Dr, Durfton from Plymouth Novemb. 28.1 669. gi¬ 
ving on Account, why the late Big-bre*(ted Woman woo 
not open'd offer her Death. 

SIR, TT was defign’d to have examin’d the Vifcera of Elix. 
1 . Travers , but her Aunt, who was with her and 
took care of her, fell into fuch apalfionupon the propofal of 
opening her, that fhe feem’d to be for the time befides her 
fel'f} and I could not by any arr get her out of the Chamber, 
where the Corps was laid out, rill fhe faw her nail’d up in her 
Coffin. I never faw fuch fondnefs fhewn to a dead Body j and 
I was fufficiently troubled to be thus difappointed by a fond ex¬ 
travagant Woman: But yet 1 believe, if I had examin’d the 
Entrails, I fiiould have feen little or nothing extraordioary. For, 
to the laft.I could perceive no ill fmell from her Breatb,or flrcight- 
nefs upon the Cheft, or painfulnefs in fin: Breathings and the 
Ege(la per urinam , &c. were well enough. If any thing 
worth Obfervation do further occurr in thefe parts, I fhall upon 
every opportunity communicate it to you, who am, &c.

QiM.X/XT Hither thofe Salt-fprings do yi'ld left water and 
V V more of the Salt , in great Droughts, than in wet 
feafons ? Arts, Our Springs do not fenfibly alter in their decreafc 
or mcrcafc in either dry or wet feafons -for,being plentiful Springs, 
we have aiwayes the Pitt full: Only this is obferv'd by the Bri¬ 
bers, that they make more Salt with the fame quantity of Brine 
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
